m a k in g Cr a m era. 
A large majority of people living iu our 
most populous towns aud cities are familiar 
with the great variety of croaker? that are 
manufactured and sold, and which constitute 
no small part of the food of many households; 
yet very few have any detluite knowledge of 
the peculiar machinery, skill aud material 
requisite to their production. 
A few days since we visited the enterpris­ 
ing establishment of Staples A Mills. 
Has­ 
brouck avenue, of this city, which is exclu­ 
sively devoted to the making of crackers, of 
which it turns out large quantities daily, of 
almost every kind 
known to 
the 
trade. 
Through the politeness of Mr. Staples we 
were shown through tho manufacturing de­ 
partment aud by the aid of Mr. Wm. Noland, 
foreman, and Mr. Tho?. Smith, mixer, we 
were introduced to the ovens and to the crack­ 
ers themselves, and made acquainted as far as 
a mere cracker eater could be in the space of 
a half hour, with the m odus operandi of con­ 
verting flour, butler, eggs, sugar, Ac., into 
those crisp, delicate and wholesome little 
cakes, called crackers. 
The machinery necessary is very expensive, 
consisting of breakers of different grades, 
kneaders and cutters. 
The 
breakers aud 
kneaders prepare the dough, while the cutters 
form it into the grtnt variety of shapes fa­ 
miliar loall. 
This concent uses twenty-two diflereut pat­ 
terns, costing seventy-five dollars each. 
The 
ovens urc immense, containing a floor area of 
about Arty square feet each, and costing over 
twelve hundred dollars apiece. 
The oven 
floors are made of fire-clay tiles, arched over 
with brick laid in plaster of Paris, and these 
covered with fire-brick. 
Tho fire is placed 
directly uuder the oven, and the flues so coo 
structed os to envelop the oven by the flame, 
thus giving it a uniform beat throughout. 
The diflerent varieties of crackers are made 
by a process somewhat peculiar to each, the 
diflercnce sometimes resulting from a differ 
ence of material and sometimes entirely from 
the manipulation which they undergo. 
Thus 
soda crackers, oyster crackers and soda bis 
cult are raised with yeast and are similar in 
composition, but are made to differ by the af­ 
ter treatment they receive. 
Butter crackers 
are made by hand, 
without yeast, and are 
kneaded very much. 
Cofleo crackers are 
raised with carbonate of ammonia and cut 
after being baked. 
Boston crackers and 
milk biscuit are made similar to oyster crack 
ers, but with more butter, tbs latter called 
milk biscuit, not because (bey are .mixed with 
milk, but because they are thought good to 
eat in milk. 
Lemon biscuit arc mixed with 
milk and raised with carbonic ammonia 
Vanilla biscuit are made of flour, sugar, lard 
and milk—the larger part being sugar of the 
finest quality. 
They are cut by hand and re­ 
quire unusual attention and skill in their man­ 
ufacture. 
Egg crackers, the most difficult of 
all, are made in proportion of 200 lbs. best 
flour, 15 lbs. white sugar, IO lbs. lard and 
640 eggs, mixed, cut out and then boiled, 
(which raises them) put on pans and baked 
We give our lady friends this reci|*o in full, 
that they may try their hand in this delicate 
cookery. 
Ginger snaps are made of flour, 
sugar, molasses aud lard,flavored with ginger, 
allspice, doves and cinnamon combined, aud 
baked in a slack oven. 
Lenten drops are 
compts si of flour 200 lbs., eggs 140, sugar 
140 Ibr., butter 36 lbs., flavored with oil lemon 
Pilot bread is made much like soda biscuit, 
but with leu shortening, no yeast, and baked 
iu a very bot oven. 
Fancy crackers, as Nic 
Nax, and the like, are made only by few. 
aud these iu large cities, on account of the 
Tory expensive machinery required. However 
simple the making of crackers may seem to 
house keepers generally, practically It la a 
trade requiring special skill and large ex 
perience, tlie^ happy combination of which 
Messrs. Staples A Willis 
have fortunately 
oombined in their workmen.

A large majority of people living iu our 
most populous towns and cities are familiar 
with the great variety of craokerar that are 
manufactured and sold, and which constitute 
no small part of the food of many households; 
yet very few have any detluite knowledge of 
the peculiar machinery, skill aud material 
requisite to their production. 
A few days since we visited the enterpris­ 
ing establishment of Staples & Mills. 
Has- 
brouck avenue, of this city, which is exclu­ 
sively devoted to the making of crackers, of 
which it turns out large quantities daily, of 
almost every kind known to 
the trade. 
Through the politeness of Mr. Staples we 
were shown through the manufacturing de­ 
partment aud by the aid of Mr. Wm. Noland, 
foreman, aud Mr. Thos. Smith, mixer, we 
were introduced to the ovens and to the crack­ 
ers themselves, and made acquainted as far as 
a mere cracker eater could be iu the space of 
a half hour, with the m odus optrandi of con­ 
verting flour, butler, eggs, sugar, &c., into 
those crisp, delicate and wholesome little 
cakes, called crackers. 
The machinery necessary is very expensive, 
consisting of breakers of different grades, 
kneaders and cutters. 
The breakers aud 
kneaders prepare the dough, while the cutters 
form it into the great variety of shapes fa­ 
miliar to all. 
This concern uses twenty-two different pat­ 
terns, costing seventy-five dollars each. 
The 
ovens are immense, containing a floor area of 
about fifty square feet each, and costing over 
twelve hundred dollars apiece. 
The oven 
floors are made of fire-clay tiles, arched over 
with brick laid in plaster oí Paris, and these 
covered with fire-brick. 
Tho fire is placed 
directly uuder the oven, and the flues so con­ 
structed as to envelop the oven by the flame, 
thus giving it a uniform heat throughout. 
The different varieties of crackers are made 
by a process somewhat peculiar to each, the 
difference sometimes resulting from a differ­ 
ence of material and sometimes entirely from 
the manipulation which they undergo. 
Thus 
soda crackers, oyster crackers and soda bis­ 
cuit are raised with yeast and are similar in 
composition, but are made to differ by the af- 
ter treatment they receive. 
Butter crackers 
are made by hand, without yeast, and are 
kneaded very much. 
Coffee crackers are 
raised with carbonate of ammonia and cut 
after being baked. 
Boston crackers and 
milk biscuit are made similar to oyster crack­ 
ers, but with more butter, the latter called 
milk biscuit, not because they are .mixed with 
milk, but because they are thought good to 
eat in milk. 
Lemon biscuit are mixed with 
milk and raised with carbonic ammonia. 
Vanilla biscuit are made of flour, sugar, lard 
and milk—the larger part being sugar of the 
finest quality. 
They are cut by hand and re­ 
quire unusual attention and skill in their man­ 
ufacture. 
Egg crackers, the most difficult of 
all, are made in proportion of 200 lbs. best 
flour, 15 lbs. white sugar, 10 lbs. lard and 
640 eggs, mixed, cut out and then boiled, 
(which raises them) put on pans and baked. 
We give our lady friends this recipe in full, 
that they may try their hand in this delicate 
cookery. 
Ginger snaps are made of flour, 
sugar, molasses aud lard, flavored with ginger, 
allspice, cloves and cinnamon combined, and 
baked in a slack oven. 
Lemen drops are 
composed of flour 200 lbs., eggs 140, sugar 
140lb?., butter 36 lbs., flavored with oil lemou 
Pilot bread is made much like soda biscuit, 
but with less shortening, no yeast, and baked 
iu a very hot oven. 
Fancy crackers, as Nic 
Nax, and the like, are made only by few. 
aud these iu large cities, on account of the 
very expensive machinery required. However 
simple the making of crackers may seem to 
house-keepers generally, practically it is a 
trade requiring special skill and large ex­ 
perience, tlie^ happy combination of which 
Messrs. Staples & Willis 
have fortunately 
combined in their workmen. 
John H. Deyo is traveling agent for this 
firm and travels up and down the river. 
Ho 
sells stacks of crackers. 


In Cooperstown they tell about an English 
joker who dined with Fenuimore Cooper before 
he died, iu 1851. 
Cooper was then tbs most 
conspicuous man iu the little towu which 
nestles at the foot of a high mountain, and 
reposes on the shores of the Otsego lake. One 
day, while Mr. Cooper was dining with the 
Englishman, he poured out some native wine 
—wine from grapes raised in his own garden. 
Taking up a glass aud looking through it with 
pride, Cooper.remarked ; 
“ Now, Mr. Steb- 
bins, I call this good, honest wine.” 
‘’Yes, 
I 
agree with you; 
it is 
honest wine— 
‘ poor, but honest.’” 
Mr. Cooper went on 
telling his “ Injun” stories. 


Dr. C orner,^L ondon, has discovered that 
the table refuse of housekeepers is thrown into 
the dust bin, just as it is thrown into the ash 
barrel in Chicago ; that it subsequently cir- 
ters into the manufacture of bricks, and that 
the process of baking does not elimiaate the 
deleterious particles oí putrid matter. 
Thus 
the walls ofj a man's house are perpeta&lly 
breathing malaria. 


The characteristic story of Parspa is told 
that once, when asked how she came to marry 
such a little man as Carl Rosa, who, probably 
to forestall jesting on the subject, gonerally 
good humorebly alluded himself to their differ­ 
ence in physique, Madame, with an arch smile 
and twinkling eye, demurely said : 
“ Now, 
would you really like to know ?” 
“ Yes,” was 
the reply. “ Why, because he asked me !” she 
replied with a merry laugh. 


A Boston lady discovered that her Swedish 
servant girl was staying at home from eltarch 
because the shade of her necktie was not be­ 
coming. “’When you consider,” says the lady, 
“ that up to six months ago she had flever 
worn anything on her head but the cotton 
handkerchief of the peasantry of Germany and 
Sweden, and never possessed at one time but 
two gowns, you must allow that the love of 
.finery is of rapid growth.”

M a y o r H u v c u io y e r ’a L u te a t. 
Mayor Havemeyer’s appoint incut for Police 
Commissioner has excited all the politician* 
aud set the metropolis laughing. 
It cerlaiu- 
ly is an odd uppoiutment, for Disbecker is a 
new man aud almost entirely unknown. 
It 
may be that iu that lies Ihe best hope of New 
York; it certainly knows nothing bad of him, 
and hu may come to a work that requires in­ 
dependence entirely unpledged and with no 
uupleas&nt affiliations. lie is also the May­ 
or’s first appointee uuder the new law, against 
which he himself protested. 
The law is found­ 
ed ou the right principle, for the Mayor of the 
city should be given full power to govern the 
city, and be held responsible. 
It is the crime 
of government by commissions that they flx 
no responsibility’ upon anybody, and thus be­ 
come the principal lever by which unprin­ 
cipled men advance their schemes. 
In this 
case, however, the principle has only been 
borrowed for the nouce to accomplish a pres­ 
ent political end, presumably inuttainable in 
any other way just now; and while apparent­ 
ly it remits to the executive officer of the city 
tbe power that should belong to him, it in 
reality only serves to intensify the ugliness of 
the prevailing method of uealing with metro­ 
politan government. 
New York poiiticaus have for years usurped 
the eleclion'of otlicials by legislation. 
Any 
party not in control of sufficient votes to carry 
the city bies to Albany to elect them by a 
charter. 
The theory upon which such action 
is based is false aud destructive of popular 
government. 
It is argued that the people of 
the city cannot be trusted to choose their 
own officers, but it will be found by closely 
examining into the facts that it has only been 
because corruption has been so hedged in aud 
protected by thu legislation continually in­ 
voked under this theory, that the people of 
the me.ropolis have not protected themselves. 
When they "ot a clean crack at the thieves 
they flayed them from Tweed down. 
If the principle incidentally introduced by 
the bill that gave the Major the power of 
making this uppoinimeut can be perpetuated 
in a fundamental law for the city there will bo 
a reasonable prospect of permanent good 
government.

Hynes, Hodge aud| Snyder and ex-Senntor 
Rice on the part of Brooks, and Representa- 
tive Wilshire, Judge Low and Secretary of 
State Johnson on the part of Baxter, have 
beeu in consultation nearly all day, aud up to 
midnight to night on their eflort to compro­ 
mise the difficulties in that state and to pre­ 
vent the further eft'usion of blood.

following agreement was entered into and 
telographed to Little Rock: 
It is agreed this 9th day of May, 1874, at 
Washington, D. C., between the respective 
attorneys and agents of Joseph Brooks and 
Elisha Baxter, claimants for the office of Gov­ 
ernor of the slate of Arkansas, that on ac- 
couut of conflicting claims of the parties and 
division of sentiment among the people of 
said state, that tbe Legislature shall be 
called by said Brook8 aud Baxter to meet in 
extra session on the 4tb Monday in May, A. 
I). 1874, at 12 o'clock uoon, at the usual 
place of meeting in the State House; each to

said parties or their adherents; that they 
shall receive and entertain communications 
from Mr. Brooks setting forth specially the 
grounds for bis claim to the office of Governor, 
as well as his reasons for contesting Baxter's 
rights thereto; that they shall investigate the 
facts aud allegations so set forth by Brooks, 
and such investigation shall be conducted in

has boen quiet to-day, but tbe lines are more 
strictly drawn than heretofore and very few 
persona are allowed to pass in or out of them. 


A MESSAGE FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 
The following has boen sent to' the Presi­ 
dent: We, the undersigned, members of the 
Legislature of this state, have cotue here to 
meet under call of Gov. Baxter to-morrow, 
and we wish to meet and settle the troubles 
now existing here as tho country requires it; 
and we respectfully ask protection of the gen 
eral governaient while we meet and deliber­ 
ate. 
We hold that the matter should not be 
postponed and all that tva can do to have a 
fair and honorable adjustment shall be done, 
and unless we are protected there may be 
bloodshed here in a very short time, and tlie 
consequence no one can tell.

While at Ellenville on Thursday, our rfl|)6?l. 
cr became aware of the fact that tho streets 
wert in a very dusty condition. 
Tbs wind 
raised this gritty, pulverised soil of South Ul­ 
ster in great clouds and cast it over the prom­ 
enaders, so they generally looked as though 
they had invested largely in some flouring 
business. 
“ Why so much dirt?" oue may 
reasonably inquire, “ when they have such 
fine waterworks ?" The water in the reser­ 
voir is running to waste at the rate of a hun­ 
dred gallons a minute over the dam, and yet 
the Water Commissioners stubbornly refuse to 
exercise any sense or judgment in dispensing 
the fluid, and will not allow it to be used for 
sprinkling the streets. 
Of course the people 
indulge in very profane exercises over the m at­ 
ter,but continue to swallow the dust,neverthe- 
less. 
The fountain is dry and parched, as tbs 
Commissioners will not allow it to play be­ 
cause of tho Immense waste of water. 
On 
great occasions, when some big railroad of­ 
ficial comes in the village, or during some 
firemen’s parade, the stop-cock is turned, and 
and the fountain plays, to tbs great pride and 
joy of the natives and tho admiration of the 
guests. 
Tho new Episcopal’Ctinrcl) of this lilacs is 
pretty nearly finished—all but putting the roof 
on—and when completed will be one of the 
finest edifices in the county. 
The spire is 165 
feet high, and it towers far above tbs other 
churches in tho vicinity.

A Q u estio n o f I .a w . 
A few weeks ago, Richard Stokes, at that 
time proprietor of the Rondout Valley House 
near Accord, was sued in landlord and tenant 
proceedings by Lucas Krom and Hiram 
Schoonmaker, assignees of Jacob Mendleson, 
the former owner of the building, to disposs­ 
ess him. The case was brought beforo Jacob 
H. Westbrook, Justice, and the question of 
tbe jurisdiction of the justice came up on tbe 
trial, it having been shown that Westbrook 
was a cousin of Lucas Krom, one of the par 
ties to the action. 
Krom, however, idemni- 
fied Westbrook, so he overruled the objection, 
tried the case, and after a verdict liad been 
found, issued a warrant of dispossession, aud 
Stokes was ousLed from the premises. Stokes 
now brings his action against tho justice, 
claiming heavy damages because as stated, 
tbe justice being a relative of one or the par­ 
ties, the whole proceeding is illegal and void. 
The idea of takiug a bond of indemnity to 
bald a justice secure in deeidiug a point, of 
law for the plaintiff is decidedly like Momboc- 
cus, and would be a most novel arrangement 
for a court .in uny other part of the county.

They took dowu the shanty down 
and came home very much disgusted, especial 
ljr when their friends quote to them a pathetic 
line about a fisherman’s luck. 


fillenvlll* Note*. 
While at Ellenville on Thursday, our report­ 
er bceame aware of the fact that the streets 
were in a very dusty condition. The wind 
raised this gritty, pulverized soil of Soath Ul­ 
ster in great elond9 and cast it over the prom- 
enaders, so they generally looked as though 
they hud invested largely in some flouring 
business. “ Why so much dirt?” one may 
reasonably inquire, “ when they have such 
fine water-works?” The water in the reser­ 
voir is running to waste at the rate of a hun­ 
dred gallons a minute over tbe dam, and yet 
the Water Commissioners stubbornly refuse to 
exercise any sense or judgment in dispensing 
the fluid, and will not allow it to be U3ed for 
sprinkling the streets. Of coarse the people 
indulge in very profane exercises over the mat­ 
ter,but continue to swallow tbe dust,neverthe­ 
less. The fountain is dry and parched, as th* 
Commissioners will not allow it to play be­ 
cause of tbe immense waste of water. On 
great occasions, when some big railroad of­ 
ficial comes in the village, or during some 
firemen’s parade, the stop-cock is turned, and 
and the fountain plays, to the great pride and 
joy of the natives and tho admiration of the 
guests. 
The new Epi3copal’Cburch of this place is 
pretty nearly finished—all but putting the roof 
on—and when complsted will be one of the 
finest edifices in the county. The spire is 165 
feet high, and it towers far above the other 
churches in the vicinity. From the window in 
this steeple the view is a beautiful one, cover- 
the village and a vast extent of the sur­ 
rounding country. This church was built on 
a different plan from churches generally, for 
the first thing put up and finished was the 
steeple, and the church was added to it. 
Our reporter made a call at the Ellenville 
Journal office, and found Trumbull absorbed 
in one of bis clear, fine, cutting editorials, 
while his partner, Fisher, was busy giving 
directions in tbe compositors’ room in a man­ 
ner that showed thojjob work was rushiig in 
at a fearful rate. This paper, under the man­ 
agement of these gentlemen, will without 
doubt be one of the best weekly papers in 
the state. It is not only full of news, but the 
news is written up iu a style that makes it 
very pleasant reading. 
In one respect Ellenville is far ahead of 
somo other places in the county, and that is 
she furnishes the handsomest rigs—the finest 
wagons, the speediest of horses, and the most 
natty of turnouts generally. The roads are 
wide and nearly always good, | the landscape 
scenery tine, so the young folks and .old folks 
can enjoy an afternoon ride without anything 
—except it be.somebody else'*, dust—to mar 
its pleasure. Among the fast stock and styl­ 
ish trotters we might mentien.the sorrel geld­ 
ing oí Abe Constable as a good animal, and 
able to pull a wagou in 2:50. Then there is 
Dr. Scoresby, whose stables contain three 
very fine pieces of horse-flesh—a bay gelding 
Hambletonian, 3 years old; sorrel gelding 
that can trot in 2:35, and a brown filly three 
years old, Hambletonian, for which the doctor 
has refused $5,000. This filly, it is thought 
by good horsemen, will show a fleetue3s of 
foot in a year or two that will astonish tbe 
country—that is, turn the Ellenville track in 
2:28 or something like it. 
Mr. Scoresby 
drives the handsomest rig in Ellenville. Wm. 
B. Smith has a fine Hambletonian bay stal­ 
lion from a Star nnre, that is. called “ Come 
by Chance,” and is four years old. 
Mr. Gra­ 
ham owns a bay geldiug that can take its 
owner to Napanoch in about six minutos, 
while Dick Eltinge is the owner of three or 
four fine-blooded animals that are all pretty 
good travelers, and will throw the dust in the 
eye* of most any ordiaary .roadster. 
Pat 
Hauly liaudles the ribbons over a brown maro 
with a snort tail, and she can trot in 2:40. 
Hon. Joseph II. Tuthill is th* owner of four 
horses, all of which claim a clos* relation to 
the famous gentleman horse, Rysdyk’s Ham- 
bletonian, one of which, a brown geldiag.caa 
trot in 2:50. Clay Gardiner has bought the 
bay mare of R. H. Chamberlin, that can foot 
it in a little less than 2:50. Frank Brodhead 
is the owner of a blooded Baltimore colt that 
he wouldu’t take a $1,000 bill for. 
Frank 
leads tins colt down the street once in a while 
to show the horsemen the auimal'3 fine points, 
and it’s hard to tell who steps the highest, tho 
colt or its owner. 
Whether .this piece of 
horseflesh will surpass the speed of a Dexter 
remains to be seen. Its owner thiuks'it will. 
Johnny Hale.has a brown filly, thre# years 
old, a most promising animal that will put 
few dollars in its owner’s pocket, no doubt. 
Dr. Dtrby drives a very, handsome team of 
bay colts, and expeets soon’to¡be the owner 
of the sorrel geldiug of Ike Tammany’s. This 
horse lapped Mag .Tammany in a race on the 
Ellenville course last fall in 2:42,and is a good 
horse in every respect. 
Before wo leave Ellenville it would bo well to 
say a jvoril in regard to the handsome ceme­ 
tery, a abort distance from the village. This 
cemetery is beautifully located on a risiq 
ground; is tastefully laid out, with line walks 
and drives, and will be well shaded when the 
spring foliage covers the maples that thickly 
stud the grounds.

The flowers 
placed there by loving hands will shed their 
fragrance over the grave, and this spot will be 
a sacred one to the mourner—sacred to the 
memories of the departed, and should not be 
profaned by the presence of the idle and 
thoughtless. 


The KUinebcck Board of Excise. 
The Board of Excise of Rhinebeck met 
Thursday, May 7lb, at 2 o’clock r. m., a large 
delegation of citizens being present. Rev. A. 
J. Hunt presented a petition against licens­ 
ing sigued by 1,038 persons, 481 of whom 
were voters. The Beard heard the remarks 
by Revs. Mr. Hunt and Ostrander and II. H. 
Morse, J. M. DeGarmo and Hendrich Thorn, 
and then grauted two hotel licenses and re­ 
fused to license any saloon to sell liquor. The 
Board also required all applicants to comply 
with th* law of 1857, and adopted Hon. John 
Thompson’s version of the law. The Board 
also resolved to enforce the law and punish 
all violators.—Eagle.

Recorder’s Court. 
This court is not overrun with business at 
presont, aud only a few cases have been dis­ 
posed of within the past month. Whether the 
temperance movement has had a soothing in­ 
fluence on the minds of those heretofore given 
to belligerent demonstrations, or the tight 
state of the money market has had a depress­ 
ing influence on the men who usually figure 
as the principal actors in a Recorder’s court, 
we eannot tell. Whatever may¿be the cause, 
the number of criminal cases are small, and 
we can find but four that Lave come before 
the Recorder sinsc our last report. George 
Watson was arraigned on a charge of having 
committed an assault aud battery on Vincent 
Brauchle. The prisoner plead not guilty, and 
gavo bail for his appearance in a higher 
court. 
Joseph Sapp was arrested on the com­ 
plaint of Margaret Hennessy that he had 
assaulted and beat her, which, as it turned 
out, consisted of tearing out the sleeve of her 
dress. The complainant and prisoner reside 
in the lower part of the city, and it seems 
both occupy the same building. The wife of 
Mr. Sapp and the complainant Margaret fell 
into a tonguoy dispute one day that ended in 
a tremendous war of words, in which each of 
the combatants received a severe iashing with 
that woman’s weapon. Neither were victori­ 
ous however, and the battle was a drawn 
one, the combatants withdrawing tbeir forces 
to recruit their exhausted energies so as to 
renew the fight in the morning. In tbe mean­ 
time Sapp came lupine, and having heard the 
story of his wife’s grievance, thought he would 
make peace between the women. 
He went 
to the room of Margaret.for that purpose, but 
had no sooner answered to the sweet voice of 
“ Come ini” and opened the door, than he 
was set upon by tbat lady, who was armed 
with a tin dipper, which she immediately ap­ 
plied with a considerable show of muscle to 
bis head. Joseph, who may bo something like 
the scriptural gentleman of that name, though 
we don’t pretend to seo any similarity, sud­ 
denly recoiled from tke charge, and attempted 
to back out of the door. The blows of the dip­ 
per, however, came the harder and faster; so 
he raised his hand to shield his cranium from 
the shower,and in doing this caught the sleeve 
of the dress, which wa3 torn ofl clear to tbe 
elbow. Sapp finally managed to regain his 


own room,and Margaret Immediately repaired 
to the office of the Recorder, where she exhib­ 
ited her bruises and demanded a warrant. Af­ 
ter a bearing Mr. Sapp Was discharged, and 
Margaret returned; to her hone boiling and 
seething with suppressed wrath. 
Joseph Schwartz was next brought before 
tbe Court for having committed grand larceny 
by taking, as claimed, some $13 of one Joseph 
Vilee. This man Vilee is a boatman, and 
Schwartz, who is a mere boy, had been hired 
to work for him. Schwartz claims that Vilee 
got drunk frequently and then used his spare 
time In beating the youth. The case was held 
open for two weeks. 
George Watts was arrested for committing 
an assault with a dangerous weapon on Morria 
Frank. Watts and Frank got into a dispute 
over some old matter of business in Schwal- 
bach’s hotel, and when Frank started up tbe 
street to go home Watts violently assaulted 
him, as claimed, with a pistol. He also 
chewed up one of Frank’s Angers during the 
fight, with the relish of a full-blooded canni­ 
bal. The prisoner was committed for want of 
bail. 
The Jliiule Hall Meeting. 
The meeting at Music Hall on Sunday aifler- 
od somewhat from the announcement, which 
gave the impression it was called to specially 
promoto tbe enlorcement of the Sunday laws. 
It was not largely attended, the unusual heat 
probably keeping many home. 
Gen. Smith presided, and upon tho stage 
were Judge Westbrook, Revs. Dr. Wyatt, 
IIoos, Dean, Dcnniston, Baruum, Ackerly and 
Schepmoes. The meeting was opened with 
singing and reading Of Scriptures by Rev. Mr. 
Barnum, after which Rev. Mr. Dennistou 
offered prayer. Mr. A. E. Schepmoes then 
read an article from the Watchword describ­ 
ing the good results oí the temperance work 
in Elmira. 
Rev. J. J. Dean was then introdueed, and 
spoke very effectively on the woman’s move­ 
ment. 
Mr.Ntchepmoes then read from the eonsti- 
tutiou of the Women’s Movement Society, 
with some resolutions, which have already 
been printed. 
Judge Westbrook was then announced, and 
expressed his warm sympathy for the move­ 
ment, and wished it a hearty Godspeed. He 
thought the times vastly more propitious than 
years ago when the Washingtonians first be­ 
gan their work, and with all the talk about 
the strength of the liquor interest, tbe oppo­ 
sition was not to be compared witb that en­ 
countered then. Then liquor-drinking was 
universally practiced; now it ie banished from 
the hearth stones of all respectable families, 
and it would be hard to find a man who would 
face an intelligent audienee to advocate the 
drinking of liquor. 
After describing the 
eflects of drinking and alluding to men of in­ 
tellect and influence who had gone down to 
drunkards’ graves, he said he should insist 
upon a prompt enforcement of the law. He 
said the law prescribes that no rum shall be 
sold without license. Is not that violated ? 
The law says no tavern license should be 
grauted except where absolutely* necessary. 
Is not this law violated? The law says 
no rum shall be Sold to minors. Is not 
this law violated every day at the fashionable 
places of resort ? The law says nojliquor shall 
be sold to drunkards. Ie not this violated? 
The law says no mixed or adulterated liquor 
shall be sold. What grogshop in this city 
does uot sell such liquor? Where ar# pure 
liquors sold? The law says no liquor shall be 
sold on the Christian Sabbath. Is tbat en­ 
forced? Walk on your principal thorough­ 
fare, and see the grogshops openly retailing 
poison. He closed by saying he shared th# 
anticipations expressed by the first speaker of 
the glorious triumph of the cause, but it would 
not come until society stamps oat the traffic 
in rum. Judge Westbrook was warmly ap­ 
plauded. 
Rev. Dr. Hoe3 then dismissed the assem­ 
blage with the benediction.
